THE WRECKED WORKS. . 

The Dupont Powder Works, which were 
destroyed by an ¢xplosion yesterday, were 
establisned in 1802 by Elenthere Irene Dupont 
de Hemures, a distinguished Frenchman, 
who eame this country in 17 79 to escape per- 
secution. Thomas Jefferson was anxious that 
the works sfiould be located in Virginia, but 
the Frenchman finally selected the scene of 
yesterday’s explosion as a the dest loca- 
tion for the business. ® continued 
to conduct the works until his 
death In 1884 when his sons Alfred Victor and 
Gen. Henry Dapont, the latte? of whom die 
last year, succeeded him. Henry became the 
the chief director in 1850. The works fur- 
nished the sole supply of powder for thé 
American army in the war et 1812, having 
ee a Capacity of 2,000 pounds a day The 

pont Powder Co. owns about two thousand 
acres of land on which the works are and the 
estate of the late Henry Dupont comprises as 
much more. In 1856 three wagon loads of pow- 
der belonging to the Daponts, which was be- 
ing cofyeyed through the streets of Wilming- 
ton, exploded, blowing the drivers and horses 
to atoms and killing several passers-by. On 
Aug. 22, 1857, an explosion occurred at the 
Brandy wine-worksin which several workmen 
were kilied. Alex. S. Dupont, a member of 
the ifm, mounted the roof of a buliding filled 
with powder and was sweepiig burning 
brands from it when the powder within be- 
came ignited and exploded and Alexander 
was blown up with the building, with no por- 
tion of his body being found. The manufact- 
ure of smokeless powder had been recently 
begun atthe Brandywine-works. 


Shot His Sister.

COLORED JUKORS. 


Negroes on a Jury in the U. 8. Court fer the 
. First Timein Seven Years. 


This morning in the United States Court, 
two colored men, Frederick Pearl and George 
Simms, both ofthe city of St. Louis, sat in a 
jury. This is remarkable only because 
it has not occurred before for seven 
oreight years. About six years ago a colored 
man from Jacksen County was called on a 
jury, but as he could not read or write, the 
District Attorney, then W. H. Bliss, asked the 
court to excuse him from service. When the 
court was held in the old Post-ofifice, 
building, on Thira and Olive 
streets, Milton Turner and other colored 
men were called, but most of them were 
exeused for one reason or another. There 
has been no prejudice against colored jurors 
operating to keep them out of the Circuit 
Court. It bas been a mere aceident 
that they have escaped being called 
upon to serve.. The jury lists are made 
up by the Ju?y Commissioner and the 
Clerk of the Court from lists furnished them 
by clerks of circuit courts throughout the dis- 
tricts, by Sheriffs and Postmasters.. Tne 
Olerk and Jury Commissioner do not know 
whether the names are of white or black men. 
They put the names in a wheel, shake them 
welland then draw out the required number. 


Eighteen jurors were called this morning for 


the case of Walker against the St.Louis, Alton 
& Terre Haute Railway, a suit for damages on 
account of injury while in the employ of the 
defendant. Each side took its three chal- 
lenges, and in the twelve remaining to sit on 
the case were the colored men, Pearl and 
Simms. They listened very attentively to 
every detail of the evidence.

The opinion is that the Santa Fe 
people, when they secured an option on 
the Midland, also expected to secure posses- 
sion ofthe Rio Grande Western, or at least 
secure an exclusive traffic agreement with the 
latter. Without the Rio Grande Western the 
Colorado Midland would be of little use to the 
Santa Fe. It Was to havea hold 6n that road 
to secure ap independent outlet to Salt Lake 
City, where connection is made with the Cen- 
tral Pacific Branch of the Southern Pacific. 
Thé attempts of the Santa Fe people to secure 
control of the Rio Grande, it is surmised,have 
been folled by the efforts of the Den ver & Rio 
Grande and other roads depending upon the 
Rio Grande Western for an outlet tothe 
Pacific coast.

The 700-Foot Plot on Westminster, Be- 
tween Walton and Euclid Avenses, Sold 
Again, $45 a Foot as the Consideration 
This Time—Other Important Sales in 
That Territory Indicating Property Val 
ues—Sales of the Day. 


The vacant property on the south side of 


Westminster place, extending from Walton to 


Euclid, formerly Lay dvenue, has been sold 
again, this time at $45 a foot, an advance of

Crowds Escort the Chief Magistrate te the 
Depot—A Speech, a Bouquet and a 
Hearty Kiss—The President Rides on the 
Eagine With an Oid Cemrade—The Day 
at Galesburg—Local Arrangements. 


Front, III., Oct. 8.—The third day of the 
President's journey opened most auspiciously, 
When heawoke in his room at the National 
Hotel the sun was shining brightly and the 
air was crispand cool. The President had 
. hada good night’s rest and was in excellent 
health and spirits. At 7:30 Mayor Clarke ana

n delegation of prominent citizens called on 


the President to escort him to the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Rallroad Station where 
his car was waiting. The President was loudly 
, Gheered on his way to the station, wherea 
very iarge assemblage was in waiting. The 
President was introduced to the assemblage 
by Mayor Clarke. He addressed it from the 
rear platform of his car as follows: 

My Fellow Oltizene — It is not possible 
that I should introduce this morning any 
serious theme. I have greatly enjoyed this 
trip through my own State and your sisters 
In loyalty and sacrifice for the Union, sisters 
also In prosperity and honor. I find myself 
simply saying thank you, but with an increas- 
ing sense of the kindness of the people. If 
anything could add to the solemn sense of 
responsibility which my official oath places 
upon we it would be these evidences of friend 
liness and confidence. The great mass of the 
people of tis country are loyal, 
loying, dutifal citizens, ready 
support every faithful officer in 
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President Harrison. 


discharge of his duties and to applaud every 
honest effort for their good. It is a source of 
great strength to know this, and this morn- 
ink, not less from this bright sunshine and 
this crisp IIlinois air than from these kindly 
faces, I draw an inspiration to do what I can, 
the very best I can, to promote the good of 
the people of the United States.

to you and lam very happy to do so. 

The President took the bouquet and then 
stooped down and kissed the little girl on the 
cheek. Three hearty cheers were given for 
the President as Mr. Bishop gave the signal, 
and the train pullea out of the station. 


At Galesburg. 


GALESBURG, III., Oct. 8.—At the station here 
the President was met by Mayor Stevens and 
a local committee, who acted as his escort to 
the Union Hotel. There was an enormous 
crowd at the station and lining the streets and 


the progress of the procession of carriages 
through the streets was marked with contin- 
ned cheering. At the Union Hotel the Presi- 
dent was taken ton private parior and in a 
short time arrangements were made for a 
brief reception to distinguished and local 
citizens. Gen. Post made the introductions. 
The reception lasted only a few minutes and 
then the President returned to his private par- 
lor car. Col. G. PF. Gällingum of Ottumwa, 
President of the lowa Coal Palace, called 
on the President to arrange the programme to 
be followed to-morrow. The programme as 
arranged includes a parade at 12:30 p. m., 
dinner at the residence of W. T. Fenlon, a 
visit to the Coal Palace, where an address of 
welcome will be delivered by Gov. Bolse, and 
a response will be made by the President. In 
the evening from8to9 o’clock a reception 
will be tendered to him and Gen. Grosvenor 
will deliver an address. 
A SHORT RECEPTION. 

President Harrison received several visitors 
in his private parior at 10:45. Mayor Stevens 
joined the President who asked if the Presi- 
dent wasready, but there was some delay, 
and the Mayor, President and Secretary 
Tracy remained in conversation for some 
minutes. At 10:50 Gen. Post announced that 

the procession was ready to leave. The 
President’s party then left the hotel and was 
‘driven about the public square to the stand 
which had been erected. .The crowd was 
packed so densely in front of the stand that it 
was with difficulty the head of the procession 
forced its waythrough. The first part of the 
procession was composed of school children, 
of whom there were fully 2,000 in line. The 
President stood atthe front of the platform, 
his hat in nis right hand, bowing to 
the children as they passed. All of the 
children carried little flags. Before all of 
them had passed the crowd grew impatient 
and the committeemen from the platform 
called for the procession to move faster. Pro- 
gress was very slow, however, and before one- 
half of the children had passed in review the 
head of the main procession had reached the 
reviewing stand. It was halted and held in 
plaee facing the President until the little ones 
had completed the circle. 

Meantime the sunlight was beating down on 
the President's head fiercely and an umbrella 
was brought forward and held above him. 
When the oe Kindergarten appeared 
the teachers threw bunches of flowers to the 
stand and the President dextrously caught 
several of them in his hand. Behind the 
school children walked the veterans of 
Gen. Harrison’s old brigade. They stopped a 
dozen times and cheered the resident. As 
the divisions passed the stand the President's 
eyes were filled with tears. The main pro- 
cession headed by the 8th regiment band of 
Canton, III., began to pass the reviewing 
stand at 11:40. It was composed of military 
and fire companies beading a long columa of 
veterans. The review was concluded at 
11:55 a. m. 

The President has determined to leave Gales. 
‘burg to-night as soon as the bridal banquet is 
over. Private Secretary Halford has tele- 
grapbed the local committee at Burlington 
that the President will arrive there at about 10 
o’cilock to-night and will remain there for 
about an hour. This is an addition to the 
programme. 


The Military Parade. 


The parade of the local militia as an escort 
to President Harrison will probably be the 
largést turnout of the regiment ever seen on 
the streets of St. Louis, as the various com- 


pany commanders are making every effort to 
secure a full attendance, and the rank and 
Ale is enthusiastic in the matter. The dis- 
tinguished honor of acting as a guard to the 
President of the United States is one that does 
not come to Western State troops often, and 
he St. Louis regiment appreciates the neces- 
sity for a brilliant showing on such an oc- 
casion.

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RUBE BURROWS DEAD. 


THE NOTED SOUTHERN OUTLAW KILLED 
BY ONE OF HIS CAPTORS. 


Burrews, While Escaping From His Guards 
at Linden, Ala., Stops to Recover His 
Money—He Shoots J. C. Carter, One of 
His Captors, Who Fires in Retura and 
Kilis Him. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 8.—Rube Burrows, 
the outiaw and train robber, was shot and 
killed at Linden this morning by J. C. Carter, 
one of his captors. Carter received a bullet 
in the breast from the outlaw’s pistol and is 
dangerously wounded. Oouriers from 
Linden who have just arrived 
give the following particulars of 
the killing and shooting last night: Burrows 
was placed in the sheriff’s office inside the 
jailand was guarded by McDuffee, one of his 
captors, andanegro. Carter, the other cap- 
tor of the outlaw, went to the hotel and went 
to sleep, having with him the money found in 
Burrows’ possession. Burrows was hand- 
cuffed and his feet tied. A short time before 
day this morning he 

COMPLAINED OF BEING HUNGRY 
and asked for something to eat, and McDuffee 
answered that he had nothing to give him. A 
pair of saddlebags taken from Burrows were 
lying in one corner of the room. 

‘‘Ihave some crackers in my saddlebags 
there if you will hau them to me, said the 
prisoner. 

McDuffee handed the saddlebags to Burrows 
without opening them and Burrows put his’ 
manscled hands into the bags for a moment 
and brought out two pistols. He covered 
McDuffee and the negro and ordered them to 
untle him which they did. Keep- 


ing the negro in front of him, 
Burrows then disarmed both men, 
unlocked the front door and asked where 
Carter was with his money. When told he 
was at the hotel he ordered the negro to show 
him the way there, remarking that 
he was going to have the money. 
He locked McDuffee the white man in 
the jail, and with the negro for a guide went 
to Carter’s room and getting the drop on him 
demanded his money. Oarter sprang to ene 
side and drawing a pistol 
FIRED AT BURROWS. 

The outlaw fired atthe same time, but Car- 
ter’s sudden movement probably saved his 
life. He received the outiaw’s bullet in his 
shoulder. The bullet from Carter’s pistol 
struck Burrows in the middle of the abdomen 
and he fell dead. The ball passed 
— his body. Carter is badly 
won „ but will recover. The ‘ffair 
created the wildest excitement in the town, 
Supts. Agee and Fisher of the Southern Ex- 
press Co. left here for Linden, two miles dis- 
tant, at an early hour this morning before 
they heard of the killing. A telephone mess- 
age from Linden says the body will be brought 
here to-day.

JAMES BRADY'S DEATH. 


HENRY DUNCAN HELD EESPONSIBLE BY 
THE CORONER’S JURY TO-DAY. 


Heartrending Scenes in the Household! When 
the Authorities and Witnesses Assembled 
for the Taking ef Testimesny—The Fund 
for the Relief of His Widew and 
Orphans Reecives a Beem. 


An affecting scene occurred atthe inquest 
over the body of Officer Brady, who was killed 
Monday night in Starke’s sgloon at 714 North 
Eleventh street. At about 9o0’clock a patro 
wagon drove up tothe sidewalk with the) 
prisoners, Harry Duncan, the murderer, 
Luther Dunean, Chas. McClellan, Benj. 
Monroe and Wm. Collins, and the officers 
in charge of them. A crewd gathered 
around the wagon and threats were made 
against the negroes, each of whom, hand- 
cuffed to an officer, was led through the yard 
and up the back stairs to the room in which 
the body lay. Harry Duncan gave an indiffer- 
ent glance at the corpse and took bis seat, 
while a guard of officers watched to 
seo that they did not attempt to 
get out of the window. There was a 
cradle ia the room containing a baby, which 
awoke and began crying at the noise. Capt. 
Joyce attempted to soothe infant by rocking 
the cradle, but was unable to doso. Suddenly 
the mother of the child rushed into the room, 
and, seizing the child from the cradle, soon 
had it quieted. 

When she saw the prisoners her eyes blazed 
and she said; Oh, to think that my James 
should have been killed by them! On, itis 
awful! It is horrible! What shrill I do now 
with my littie children with no one to care for 
them? Itis awful! It is terrible!’’ And she 
burst Into tears. Her three little flaxen- 
haired children had followed her into the 
room, and whea she commenced weeping 
they followed her example. They clung to 
her dress and loeked atthe strange people in 
the room, with their innecent big blue eyes 
full of tears. 

Tou murderers, yeu have robbed these 
children of their father, she cried, h in 
her baby to her breast. The negroes icoke 
on In silence, while in the eyes of the jurymen 
and the police oMcer, more than one was 
seen to glisten. 

Capt. Joyce gently indueed her te leave the 
room and some neighbors took her and her 
children out ofthe house to that of a neigh- 
bor. The eflicers saw a num of women 
with missiles in their hands, which they 
avowed thsir intention of throwing at the 
prisoners, but they were disarmed. 

The family is without means of support and 
the expense of the funeral will come heavy on 
the young widow although it is expected that 


assistance will be rendered them by friends or 
a sympathetic public.

QUEER RETALIATION. 

CARLISLE’S unanswerable objection to 
the so-called reciprocity provisions of the 
new tariff has not yet been taken up by 
any Republican willing to state it fully 
and fairly, and then attempt to answer it. 
The fact that the bill provides for retalia- 
tion instead of reciprocity is put forward 
as his principal objection, and then they 
answer that retaliation is an effective and 
sometimes necessary method of coercing 
other nations. 

But the principal point of Mr. CaR- 
LISLH’S objection was that the bill pro- 
vides neither for reciprocity norfor the 
coercion of other nations by retaliation, 
but for an alleged retaliation which would 
simply punish our own people for the 
legislation of some other nation which is 
beyond their control, 

The advocates of the bill and its apolo- 
gists tell us that it will savesugar con- 
sumers two cents a pound; that free 
sugar is a relief to our people from taxa- 
tion to that extent; and then they tell us 
that the reimposition of that tax by exec- 
utive proclamation, as provided for in the 
bill, will be legitimate and proper retalia- 
tion to extort reciprocity from foreign 
nations. 

While the tax was collected from our 
people during all these years it had no 
such effect. It was a burden to them 
only, and such will be its operation again 
when reimposed on them on pretense of 
punishing somebody else. They alone 
will suffer. 

The simple fact is that the alleged rec- 
iprocity provision means neither rec- 
iprocity nor retaliation, but is a string 
with which the President may in his dis- 
cretion withdraw the only considerable 
tax-relief offered to the people by the 
bill. Whenever a deficit is threatened he 
is authorized to reimpose $50,000,000 of 
sugar taxes on our own people and call it 
‘‘retaliation in the interest of reciproc- 
ity.”

DUDLEY’S CONFESSION. 

Col. W. W. DuDLEY of the Republican 
National Committee declares that LinD- 
SEyY’s efforts to get money from the com- 
mittee for colonizing Southern negro 
voters in the close States and districts of 
the North were a failure, because he con- 
sidered it impracticable to secure any 
party advantage in that way. Col. Dup- 
LEY probably saw that it would make 
more votes against the party than for it, 
and he admits that he say no benefit in it 
for the negroes. He says: 

I told bim 1 entirely disapproved of the 
whole business and thought it nofonly bad 
policy but a moral crime to take colored peo- 
ple from their homes, as he preposed to do, 
and land them in communities of the North, 
where they would soon find themselves 
stranded, without employment and in the 
pitiable condition of being fit subjects for the 
alms-house and charitable institutions of the 
North, unless he could in every instance, be- 
fore allowing them to sever their home ties in 
the South, find homes and empioyment of a 
permanent character beyond a peradventure. 
The latter I knew to be an impossibility, and, 
therefore, I regarded the whole scheme as the 
vagaries of a philanthropic crank. 


This is a distinct declaration from the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the National Republican Committee that 
only ‘ta philanthropiccrank” would think 
of bettering the condition of the Southern 
negroes by helping them to find new homes 
and employment in the North. They 
would soon, he says, “find themselves 
stranded, without employment, in a pitias 
ble condition,“ and he thinks it would be 
a moral crime to remove them from the 
better homes they have in the South to 
the North where the Republicans do not 
want them and would not undertake to 
make them as well off asthey are in the 
South. The promptness and emphasis 
with which the Republican National 
Committee repudiates the alleged colo- 
nization scheme are evidently born of a 
fear that the talk about it may cost the 
party many thousand votes in the fail 
elections. 

This exposure of the hollowness and 
conscious hypocrisy of the Republican 
outcry about the condition and treatment 
of the negroes in the South should silence 
itforever. Itis a confession wrung from 
the National Committee of the party that 
the white people of the South are doing 
for the negro all that the white people of 
any other section would or could do for 
him if they had him among them, and 
thatthe pretended demand of the Repub- 
lican party for better treatment of him is 
mere claptrap to catch the votes of ig- 
norant field hands and ‘‘philanthropic 
cranks. ’’

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THE pretense that Quay and DUDLEY 
of the Republican National Committee 
and Chairman Huston of the Indiana 
Republican Committee thought of LIND- 
SEY’S proposed colonization of enough

WHEN the Republicans found they had 
a majority of eight votes in the present 
House they proceeded to double it by the 
process of substituting defeated candi- 
dates for Congressmen elected by the 
people.

LONDON, Oct. 8.—The Standard’s Constanti- 
nople cerrespondent learns that falee rumors 
coneerning alleged movements of Russian 
troops on the Turkish frontier have been 
spread by Russia in the hope of terrorizing 
the Sultan into an alliance with the Czar. 


Austria’s k inances. 


VIENNA, Oct, 8.—The Neue Freie Presse says 
that a conference has been held by Dr. Duna- 
jewski, Austrian Minister of Finance, Dr. 
Wekerle, Hungarian Minister of Finanes, and 
the directors of the Austro-Hungarian Bank, 
to consider the financial situation, resulting 
from the recent silver legislation in the United 
States. It was agreed to redeem State paper 
money to the extent of 200,000,000 florins, loav- 
ing 112,000,000 florins In circulation. The latter 
will, however, represent the gold instead of 
the silver florin. A ftoreign loan 
of 200,000,000 florins will be raised 
to redeem that amount of the paper 
currency. Ofthis amount 140,000,000 florins 
will be raised by Austria and 60,000,000 florins 
will be raised by Hungary. The banks are 
also authorized te sella firat installment of 
50,000,000 florins’ worth of sliver coin and 
builion. These transactions, the paper says, 
are not expected to take place this year. 

The Presse and the Fremdenblatt deny the 
report ofthe results of the conference be- 
tween the Austrian and Hungarian Finance 
Ministers and the directors of the Austro- 
Hungarian Bank as pubiished by the Neue 
Freie Presse. They declare that nothing was 
decided upon at the conference. 


The Central American Trouble. 


CITY OF MBExXICo, Oct. 8.—The dispatch re- 
celved from President Ezeta by Minister Pou 
Monday contained nothing about the reported 
battle on the frontier, but said that he was 
pushing the question of the exchange of 
prisoners. There are many ramors of a fight, 
but no substantial telegram from either Salva- 
dor or Guatemala. Bengooche, the son-in- 
law of Gen. Barrundia, believes there bas 
been trouble, He says that nearly all the 
prisoners captured by the Guatemalans were 
shut at once. Peu still maintains that if 
there has been any trouble it has. been be- 
tween civilians and not the armies. Ben- 
gooche says there are only 3,000 soldiers on 
the frontier and that it would take ten days 
to have large armies confronting each other. 
Col. Cruzalverez, who arrived here Monday 
from Salvador, does not believe any fight has 
occurred as Barillas has had all the war he 
he wants. The Guatemalan telegraph lines 
are controlled by the government and it is 
not possible to obtain news fromthe capital 
except in cypher, 


The Argentine Crisis. 


BUENOS AYRES, Oct. 8.—A police agent’s re- 
port that attempts had been made by Ser- 
geants to suborn two regiments caused a 
panic here Monday night. The troops were 
called out and patrolled the streets all night. 
The police were at once armed and held in 
readiness at the Central Station. The fleet is 
prepared for action. President Pellegrinni 
and Minister of the Interior Roca went to the 
Palermo Barracks for safety. Yesterday the 
President ordered the troops to proceed to 
Santa Catalina and go into camp.

LABOR NEWS. 


The Ishpeming Miners—Exira Pay fer Extra 
Work. 


ISHPEMING, Mich. , Oct. 8.—A mass - meeting 
of striking miners was held yesterday, 2,500 
men being present. A committee was chosen 
to transact business. The committee will 
subm it a proposition for a compromise to the 
mining companies’ agent to-day. The men 
are good-netured and orderly, but have com- 
pelled every man to leavethe underground 
workings of the mines. No attempt has yet 
been made to interfere with the pumps or en- 
gine houses andthe surface men have been 
working as usual, but unless the miners re- 
sume work soon many of the surface wen will 
have nothing to do, and if the strike is pro- 
tracted the surface men will be induced to 
strike also. The miners are saying nothing 
and awaiting developments. Some of the 
hematite mines can net lay long idie without 
great loss, but the hard ore mines can shut 
down indefinitely. The Winthrop and Fitch 
mines’ employes joined the strikers yester - 
day. A communication from the Negaunee 
mines say they will strike toe, perhaps to- 
day. Sheriff Adams has been here for the 
past two days, but there has been no dis- 


turbance whatever so far. There is hope ofa 
settlement, but if one is notreached speedily, 
the prospect of the men winning is small. 


A Rioteus Demonstration. 


CATASAQUA, Pa., Oct. 8.—Mere than 500 silk 
mill strikers and their friends took part in a 
riotous demonstration here yesterday against 
Supt. Degener and five of the forty-two 
striking silk plush weavers who had returned 


to work atthe Unicorn Mill. The latter were 
first attacked. The entire force of book- 
keepers, clerks, etc., was also set upon. 
While the persona who had given offense to 
the strikers were going three quarters ofa 
mile to their hotel, they were covered with 
black mud and presented a sorry sight when 
they reached it. The assauited party offered 
no resistance. A largeforce of police is on 
duty as renewed violence is expected. The 
trouble is the result of a reduction of wages. 
The manager threatens to shut down the mill 
iz the mob violence continues. 


Extra Pay for Extra Work. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—The locomotive engi- 
neers and firemen employed by the New York 
Central & Hudson River Railroad Co. gave the 
Knights of Labor no assistance in their recent 


strike and, beginning Oct. 1, the majority of 
them in the freight service received an ad- 
vance of wages amounting to 25 per cent. 
This advance was voluntary. Testerday, 
Vice-President Webb boing asked whether 
this inerease of pay was in the nature of a re- 
ward for fidelity to the company during the 
late strike, replied, ‘‘No, nothing of the kind. 
The increase is given only to men whorun the 
new Mogul or ten-wheel engines. It means 
more work to run those engines; so those who 
do the work are getting more money for it.’’ 


PROBABLY DEFKATED. 


The Vote ow New Mexico’s State Constitu- 
tion—Mayoraity Nominees. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. u., Oct. 8.—The State Con- 
stitution was submitted tothe people of {the 
Territory yesterday and the American cities 
and towns have given it good majorities, but 
the Mexican population have voted solidly 


against it, being opposed on account of the 
provisions for public schools. Up to the time 
the Jesuit priasts issued manifestoes to vote 
down the constitution, Mexicans—who are 
almost all Catholics—appeared to favor it, 
The constitution is no doubt defeated by this 
influence. Congress will be appealed to pro- 
vide a system of education and jury law com- 
pelling jurors to read and,write the English 
language for thie Territory. 


Frisco’s Mayoralty Nominees. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 8.—The Dem- 


ocrats last night nominated Frank McCoppin ; 


for Mayor. McCoppin was Mayor of San 
Francisco in 1868, has served several terms in 
the Legislature and was a United States Com- 
missioner at the Australian Exposition two 
years ago. 

George H. Henderson was nominated by the 
Republicans last night for Mayor.

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WASHINGTON NEWS. 


A Belleville Lawyer Talks About the Cam- 
paign in Illinois. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 8.—Lawyer W. N. 
Homer of Belleville, III., partner of ex- Gov. 
Koener, is in the city. In speak- 
ing of the Congressional race in 
the Kast St. Louis district, 
he saie that it was very close. Congressman 
Foreman, the Democratic nominee who is op- 
posed by Cicero J. Lendley, will be opposed 
by the regular Republicans and a great many 
of the farmers who are mem- 
bers of the Alliance, but what 


he will grain in that direction will be ofiset by 
Jehu Baker’s friends, who are sore at his 
failure to get the naminat lion. The 
State Republican ticket, he said. 
would be victorious by a greatly 
reduced majority. The alliance rate was a 
factor of the greatest uncertainty. That rate 
he believed go solidly for 
its own tloket, with 4 
chance of the balance of 
power in the State Legislature. One Alliance 
man would probably de elected in cach 
county in the State. Asto Senator Farwell’s 
successor, he predicted thathe would not be 
a candidate for re-election. There 
was a good dealof talk of ex-Gov. Oglesby 
and some mention of United States Attorney 
Connerly of Springfield.

GEORGE GAVIN HELD FOR MICHAFL BRO- 
PHY’S DEATH AT THE HOSPITAL. 


Fatal Termination of a Fight at Gavin’s 
Nome, 2019 Ellict Avenue, on Last Sun- 
day Night—Gavin’s Story of the Struggle 
With Brophy—Stery of the Case, 


About 10 o'clock last Sunday night Michael 
Brophy, an old quarryman 60 years of age, 


was thrown down the back steps leading to 


the basement of the house No. 2619 Elliott 
avenue by George Gavin, Jr., a stalwart iron 
worker 22 years old. The latter was the son 
of the woman renting the house in the rear of 
which the fight took place, and old Brophy 
was a roomer in the sa.ne house, his quart- 
ers being in the basement to which he was 
huried by Gavin. | 

The old man remaifiine Usb after 
his fall it became necessary to notify the 
police and have him removed to some hos- 
pital. 

Although the woman, Mrs. Gavin, had 
heard the Oaths and foul language preceding 
the seufflé ih thé yard and had seen ber son 
take his hurried flight from the spot immedi- 
ately afterward, she reported to officers Brady 
and Dolan that Michael Brophy bad fallen 
down the basement steps while intoxicated, 
and the old man being spééchieés from his 
injuries the official report of the case was 


5 9 er in accordance with the Womanh’s state- 


ent. 

After having his wounds dressed dy Dr. 
Meyer of 2718 St. Louis avenue, Michael 
Brophy, still unconseleus, was taken to the 
Mullanphy Hospital and placed under the 
ehafge of the Sisters and of Dr. Gregory of 
8525 Lucas avenue. 

He never sufficiéntly recovéred to make any 
statenient of how he Gamé to receive his in- 
juries, and at 3:80 o’clock yesterday afterneon 
he died. 

HOW THE CASE RECEIVED ATTENTION. 

The ease would have gone on record in 
police annals asan accidental death, the fact 
that old Bréphy had been hurled to his fate 
by a strong human arm would not Bave been 
discovered, and hie slayer would to-day be 
Waiking the streets of St. Louis a free man’ 
had not Capt. Matt Kiély ot the Fuorth District 


Station looked beneath the surface of 
the fret report, aud read * the lines 
that which eavsed him lieve that old 
man Brophy had been L 

It struck Capt. Kiely that the wounds which 
the ald quarryman bore upon his head and 
tee were rather too serious to have been re- 
céived from a fall down seven or eight steps 
from a back yard to a basement, and knowing 
that Mrs. Gavin had a grown som and that 
this son had been decidedly searce about the 
premises since Brophy’s drunken fall.“ 
Capt. Kiely put Officers Boyd and Camp upon 
the case with imetrictions to sift it to the 
bottom. 

The result of this renewed inquiry was that 
Geo Gavin, Jr,, Was this Morning arrested 
at the homé of bh his mother, 2619 Elliott avenue, 
where the fatal aflray took place, and locked 

up atthe Fourth District Station, héid for the 
killing of Michael Brophy The Arrest was 
made largely upon Capt. Kiely’ s instinctive 
conviction that the son had been instrumental 
in causing Brophy’s death, but the results 
following the arrest prove that Kiely’s 
prompt action war probably the only thing 
that prevented the escape of a murderer from 
paying the penalty of bis erime. 

Athduan Gavin was not told of oid man 
Brophy’s death from the fail of Sunday 
night, he was at first extremely reticent. 
H 10 mother and sister still stuck to the story 
of an accidental fall, but to a PostT- DISPATCH 
reporter who was "at once bent to secure a 
statement from Gavin, be told the story of 
his struggle, apparently without reservation 
and with a freedom that would probably not 
have marked his recital had be known of 
the fatal ending of his quarrel with the old 
quarryman. 

GAVIN'S STORY. 

In his story Gav! whois an unusually pow- 
erful young feliow with an unprepossessing 
face, makes public a family quarrel, the cause 
of which, according to the risoder’s story, 
was the man whom he killed, and which re- 
sulted in his Sashes, George Ga vin, Sr., who 
is the turnkey at the Third District Sub-Sta- 
tion, abandoning his home and family some 
two months ago on aceount of jealousy of 
Michael Brop phy. 

Gavin, the slayer of Brophy, and as yet ino- 
dont of the knowledge that be has the life of a 
fellow-being to answer for to the law, was 
stretched ott on the bench of bis cell at the 
Fourth District Station trying to go to sleep, 
when the Post-DiISPATCH reporter was ad- 
mitted.

FAMOUS 
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REFUSED TO TAKE AN OATH, 


The Rev. Mr. Peters and the Registration 
of Voters. 


NEw YorK, Oct. 8.—The Rev. Madison C. 
Peters, the young pastor of the Bloomingdale 
Reformed Church at Broadway and West 
Sixty-eighth street, is a clergyman who be- 
lieves ittbe duty of every citizen to cast a 
vote in city and State elections. He objects, 
however, tothe mode of proceedure of the 
registry boards, and yesterday created a 
scene at the polling place in his election dis- 
trict by refusing to take the oath and swear as 
to his citizenship and place of residence. 
Rev. Mr. Peters lives in the Nineteenth 
Assembly District and the polling place of 
his election district is in the rear 
of the stationery and candy store 
at No. 167 West Boulevard. It was presided 
over yesterday by T. E. Senior, Chairman of 
the Board of Registration. There was the 
usual number of inspectors in attendance and 
they were seated around a table when Mr. 
Peters came in to register. Chairman Senior 
was at one time sexton of the Bloomingdale 
Church, but is not now on the best of terms 
with its pastor. Possibly it was on this ac- 
count that he asked the Rev. Peters to take 
the oath. 

‘*] refuse to take any oath, replied the 
clergyman, vehemently, and particularly 
any oath that such as you may administer.“ 

The Inspectors Jeoked up from their books 
in wonder. 

„Then I cannot register you, replied the 
Chairman. 

„Cannot register me?“ stormed Mr. Peters. 
„% Nou all know who I am. A pretty lot of 
loafers you are to question my right to regis- 
ter and to insist that I kiss the holy book, the 
dirty covers of which there is no telling how 
many tobacco-lipped men have smeared. vies 

He then left the store but an hour later he 
called again. 

» insist upon, he said, you registering 
my name. I refuse to take any oath, but will 
simply affirm who and what I am and that 
should be enough for a clergyman.’’ 

After a little hesitation the Chairman and his 
assistants decide’ to enter the clerzgyman’s 
name. Yesterday afternoon a reporter called 
upon Mr. Peters at his residence at Broadway 
and Sixty-eighth street. 

„Tes, I did refuse to take an oath before 
the Chairman in charge of the registration 
office in this election district,’’ said Mr. 
Peters. In the first place, I refused because 
I don’t believe in the custom of kissing the 
bible or in swearing Dy it, except on unusual 
and solemn occasions, and, in the second 

lace, Irefused to have my word questioned 
by a lot of men such as were employed at this 
registration bureau. Kissing the bible is a 
refle of barbarism which should be abolished. 
In the very court of justice you will find a 
dirty book, made vile and unhealthy by the 
constant handling and kissing of low and 
dirty witnesses. Besides, such an ac- 
tio does not make a man 
tel the truth. More stringent un- 
ishment for perjury rather than the fear- 
of breaking the oath should make a man tell 
the truth. Irepeat tnat the oath is too com- 
mon injour courts. Oaths are curses nowadays, 
If the oath is administered at all it should be 
done in a most solemn manner, and not by a 
lot of men who know nothing of its mean- 
ing.’ 

Laa the Rev. Mr. Peters brought his fist 
down upon the table of his desk with an en- 
ergy which indicated that he meant every 
word he said. He intends to preach next 
Sunday morning on oaths in general, basing 
his discourse upon the episede in question.

First—Its practicability. 

Second—Its novelty. Mexico is as pre-em!- 
nently the country of hand-made articles as 
the United States is of machine-made work, 
and wnite most expositions show the latter 
articles in process of making, tew Americans 
who have not been to Mexico have ever had 
an Opportunity of seeing the handiwork in 
which Mexicans are such adepts. 

hird—All of the trades enumerated below, 
being handicrafts, call for no importation 
mor erection of machinery, sometimes 

a mattor of serious expense; nor for 
the use of fire in the Exposition building, an 
important consideration. 

ourth—Ali the processes being simple and 
easily understood would be of general inter- 
est.

2. Blanket Weavers.—Mexican blankets, 
famous for their durability, brilliant coloring 
and water-prvof . are hand made.

3. Workers in War—These are especially in- 
teresting. They are Indio-Mexicans, gener- 
ally, and though otherwise ignorant repro- 
produce accurately in wax miniature figures 
ot the water carriers, charcoal sellers, vege- 
table dealers, etc., of Mexican life. They 
also model miniature portrait busts that are 
surprising likenesses. All their figures are 
ssid to be anatomieatiy correct. 

4. Workers in Feathers—These are mainly 
women and chiidren of mixed Indian and 
Mexican blood. Their skill in reproducing 
‘almost any design furnished them is sur- 
prising. 

5. Workers in Stamped Leather—The ham- 
mered or ‘‘stamped’’ leather—but it is not 
stamped—of Mexico is famous.

LAST NIGHT’S SPECTACLE WITNESSED BY 
ADMIRING THOUSANDS.- 


The Streets Along the Route Jammed With 
People—Everybody in St. Louis and Mul- 
titudes From Other Places Oat to See the 
Gorgeeus Train—Tableaux and Grand 
Ball at the Exposition.

ue Practical Effects of the Tariff Bill Be- 

ginning to Be Made Known — Silver- 

Plated Ware and Musical Instruments 
Made Dearer—St. Louis Merchants Dis- 
cuss the Changes. 


The tariff bill has caused a great commotion 
Smong St. Louls business men, and a perfect 
revolution in prices willbe the result. In 
fact, it has already begun. 
Dealers in dry goods, cigars, musical instru- 
ments, drugs, wines and liquors and, in fact, 
dealers in every article imported, are affected 
bythe bill. They discuss it with great carn- 
estness and lookfor some very serious re- 
sults. Some fear a panic and nearly all are of 
the opinion that a considerable stringency 
will be caused in the money market. A rep- 
e ii of Scruggs, Vandervoort & Bar- 
' mey, who is authorized to speak the opinions 
ofthe firm, spoke on the subject to a PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning as follows: 


„For some time to come there will be fre- 
quent changes in prices of articles imported, 
and of corresponding articles of domestic 
Production, because of the recent change of 
duties. Congress has made room for scores 

ot comb ination and trusts, some of which al- 
ready appear to be getting into operation. 
Other articics will be raised in price because 
the holders, dealers and manufacturers con- 
clude they can safely ask more, foreigs com- 
etition being measurably excluded. But the 
anges in many cases may prove to be less 
Ten than interested parties now hope. The 
‘eourse of foreign prices has something to do 
with the matter, and it will surprise no atten- 
tive student of markets if the domestic trade 
should meet general disappointment in the 
near future. 

As soon as new duties go into effect and 
American manufacturers and traders have 
marked up prices as they think fit, there will 
come a struggle between them and the for- 
eign producers for control of the market. 
The people who have bought largely, prior to 
the change of duty, willhave a brief oppor- 
tunity to pocket comfortable profits. Here- 
after it will be necessary to look very closely 
after the cost of roduction. In a very short 
time, possibly before they have realized 
profits on the output ofa single season, they 
are liable to find that wages and materials are 
climbing upward, whilethe prices of corre- 
sponding foreign products are going lower.’

A Great Racing Center. 


Chicago has become a great racing center. 
Proof of the claim lies in the fact that the 
sport has become continuous here since early 
spring and that the trials of equine speed 
every week day since last April have at- 
tracted thousands of spectator’s says the 
Chicago Herald. Chicago has in two years 
almost equaled the turf record of New York, 
where round-the-year sport, divided among 
anumber of courses, has been profitable for 
many seasons. Taking advantage of 
the popularity of the horse 
here, preparations are already being 
made fora great carnival of turf sport next 
year. It is not improbable that the racing 
business may be overdone, and should the 
proposed plans be carried out it may grow to 
such huge proportions that it willbe crushed 
under its oon weight. Ed Corrigan’s West 
Side track has made a barrel of money this 
year. It is generally conceded that the Legis- 
lature will this winter amend the pool-selling 
law, basing its enactment on the New York 
measure, which limits racing to thirty days 
each season on any ome track. According to 
plans now outlined such a law may 


bein force next year and still racing be 
legally given in Chicago every day from 
spring until fall, six months or more. The 
race tracks will, or may be, five or more in 
number. By next summer Corrigan can have 
no less than three one-wile courses ready for 
the flyers. The Washington Park grounds, 
the finest inthe West, will of course be in 
line with its great meeting during July and 
the bookmakers’ property can be easily fitted 
up in plenty of time. 

Corrigan has gone to work early and with a 
large eye. He will have at least two tracks 
ready to operate forthe coming season. The 
lease of West Side Park runsfor another two 
years, and the 160-acre tract atthe corner of 
Thirty-ninth and West Forty-eighth streets, 
recently purchased by Brennock, Burke and 
Corrigan, will surely be laid out for 
racing purposes during the winter 
and spring. Ninety acres of this 
ground have been surveyed for 
the course itself, and the work of improve- 
ment has already begun. The track is very 
accessibic, being located on the Santa Fe, the 
Alton, the Burlingten and the Chicago, Madi- 
son & Northern Raliroads. Corrigan’s third 
race track, should it be deemed advisable to 
open it, will be on the land between Adams 
and Harrison streets and Austin and 
Central avenues, which was purchased 
for „000. The ground is ad- 
mirably situated and reached by 
the Wisconsin Central. If the pool selling 
law is amended, it is moretnan likely that the 
bookmakers’ track at Nintieth street will 
be completed. Then the materialization of 
Hankins’ scheme to build a track is more than 
probable, and it is said that he sold his string 
of horses for the purpose of devoting his time 
to this new hobby. The Washington Park 
mestiog is, of course, a fixture, the success 
of wiich cannot be maarred by a hundred 
rival organizations. So far there are 
six race tracks in sight for next season. A 
thirty-day meeting on each would cover a pe- 
riod of seven months, as long as Chicago 
weather would permit of out-door sport. It 
is more than likely, nowever, that one or two 
of these proposed tracks will not be built 
next year, but the land will nevertheless be 
held in reserve for that purpose. The rage 
for constructing all these newrace tracks is 
perhaps notwithout reterence to the Worid’s 
Fair, and the crewds of Visitors attracted to 
Chicago during the progress of the big expo- 
sition.

These cattie have not been shipped, with the 
exception of a few thousands, but have been 
herded for a better market, being in readi- 
ness for shipping at any time. 

LOSSES BY THEFT. 

S. O. Fenton of Abllene, Kan., who owns 
several thousand head of stock, said: *‘No 
one knows, and we ourselves probably never 
shall know how much we have lost through a 
system of pilfering that has gone on ever 
since the herds approached the border. We 
hired a great many new hands to handle our 
cattle on the round-up and to drive them on 
the trail, as trailing requires an experi- 


ence that is not usually possessed 
by the average cowboy, in order 
that the stock may be brought 
to the railroad in good condition. We thus 
hadia great many men in our employ of 
whom we know nothing. There is now no 
doubt whatever that a system of cattle 
stealing on an exceedingly large scale is 
going on, the losses from which have al- 
ready amounted to thousands of dollars, and 
which if it Is not checked will amount to 
much wore. Suspicion was first aroused by 
the great drop in the price of 
meat in the cities and towns of 
Southern Kansas, but at first it was supposed 
that the low rates were due to the fact that 
some cattiemen were seiling off their stock 
that was not worth shipping at whatever it 
would bring. 
EXTENT OF THE PILFERING. 

The matter attracted the attentionof a 
great many breeders, especially when it was 
found that the beef offered for sale was not 
inferior in grade, but of the best quality. An- 
other suspicious circumstance was that those 
who tried to find the hides to see what brands 
they bore met with great difficulties, and 
were opposed atevory step. Some hides were 
found bearing brands of men who said that 
they had sold no cattle at all, and 

were so freshly conterbranded 

give rise to the convictien 

had been dishonestly come by, 

although the butchers who bought them may 

have done so perfectly legitimately as far as 

they were able to judge. An investigation 

was quietly set on foot afew days ago, which 

resulted in the discharge of a number of herd- 

ers who were more than suspected of running 
off cattle, but this pilfering is still going on. 

A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. . 

„How the case is to be met is a problem dif- 
ficult of solution and itis more than doubtfal 
if we can protect our herds. From the neces- 
sities of the case they are wildiy scattered, as 
they have to obtain grass, and the different 
brands are mixed up with each other. 
Itis necessary foreach owner to gather his 
stock into one bunch as soon as possibile, and 
the work of cutting out ies going on all tne 
time. The sight of small bunehés of cattie 
being driven is therefore a common one, and 
itis an easy matter for a couple of men to pick 
up a dozen or more cattle, ostensibly to drive 
them where they * and when free from 
observation, to burry them away, and sell 
them to any one of the numerous fellows 
who ae hanging about herds for the 
purpose of buying up such stock at a 
nominal price, Of course, only the best stock 
is chosen and it ig sola for next to nothing, 
but the loss to the owners is heavy. We shall

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THEATRICAL POSTERS. 


Actors Protest Against the Advertising 
Methods ef Certain Managers. 


NEW YorK, Oct. 8.—About a fortnight ago 
Stuart Robson wrote to Louis Aldrich, Presi- 
dent of the Edwin Forest Lodge of the Actors’ 
Order of Friendship, asking him to be present 
at the meeting to be held on Oct. 5. Mr. Ald- 
rich promised to come to town in order to 
preside at that meeting. He had not been 
long in the chair when Mr. Robson arose and 


called the attention of the forty or fifty actors 
present to the growing riskiness, so to speak, 
of the posters with which managers advertise 
the feminine attractions of their companies, 
especially in country towns. He said that the 
actress who was 2 —— prominent in the 
West and New ngland was not free 
from it. Mr. Robson denounced the practice 
of posting these pictures as derogatory to the 
profession and demoralizing to the pubiic. 
With an eloquence which is believed to be in- 
wes by afear thata certain clergyman is 
about to make this sort of poster a text for 
denouncing the immorality of the stage, Mr. 
Robson came in order to denounce advertis- 
ing and its works. Accordingly, after other 
speeches had been made on the same line, 
Messrs. Hzackiy and Hartly were appointed a 
committee to draw up resolutions, which were 
passed unanimously. These resolutions, after 
a short premable, which are to promote the 
character and to promote the best interests of 
the theatrical profession of America, read: 
Resolved, That the Actors’ Order of Friend- 
ship regards with alarm and indignation the 
growing tendency on the part of certain the- 
atrical managers to countenance the issuing 
of indecent pictoral posters and other adver- 
tisements of an objectionable character. 
Resolved, That we believe that a persistance 
in this course will prove injurious to the best 
interests of the theatrical profession, and we 
hereby as a body enter our protest against the 
continuance of these managerial methods of 
advertising, as not only an abuse of our art, 
but a menace to public decency and a strong 
weapon of attack in the hands of the ever 
ready and too willing traducers of the stage.

EXPRESS COMPANIES AND LOTTERIES. 


Attorney-General Hunt Quotes the Illinois 
Criminal Cede. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 8.—Attorney-General 
Hunt has just received a letter from Assistant 
Attorney-General Vance of Louisiana, stating 
that the Louisiana Lottery Co., since it was 
prohibited from using the mails, advertises 


that it would use the express companies as a 
means of correspondence, would make 
express agents its agents for the sale of 
tickets, receipt and distribution of circulars 
and money, and would announce the result 
through the same means. The Louisiana 
attorney-general asks if the Illinois criminal 
code will prevent the operation of that plan 
in Illinois. In reply Attorney-General Hunt 
quotes section 182 of the criminal code, which 
provides a penalty of $2,000 for each offense of 
selling or offering for sale a lotrery ticket or 
negotiating the sale thereof, and section 183, 
which provides a penalty of $100 for advestis- 
ing same for sale, etc., and states that express 
agents would violate these sections ina 

as lottery agents. He pledges his aid in 
preventing such action. 


A Newsprper Publisher Indicted, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 8.—The editor of the 
Sunday Truth, a weekly society paper, has 
been indicted for publishing lottery adver- 
tise ments. He claims that be had made his 
contract with the lottery company before the 
lottery law was enacted.
